Mayor Courtland Winn, in a red-hot 
speech at the mebting of the park 
board yesterday afternoon, censured 
council for its action in defeating the 
Ordinance against the employment in 
city departments of relatives of the 
mayor, members of council and heads 
of departments, without the consent of 
council. 

The speech was against an effort 
made in the park board to rescind a 
resolution which prohibited members 
of the park commission from electing 
aay of their kinsfolk to city jobs. 

The red-hot speech of the mayor 
came after a day of very lively com- 
rhent on what was regarded by some 
as &@ rupture between the executive and 
the administrative departments of the 
city. 

As was stated in Tuesday's Constitu- 
tion, the general council, after three 
votes, and finally by a vote of 14 to 12, 
defeated the ordinance against nepo- 
tism, which was looked upon as a pet 
measure of the mayor's. 

‘At the park board meeting the mayor 
said among other things: 

. Mot Shot From the Mayor. 

“This effort against the employment 
of kinspeople by city officials is not 
dead. It is not even slumbering. I 
tell you the people of this city were 
never more indignant than they. are 
now over the action of council. They 
are wondering what is the matter. 
They are asking what council meant 
by announcing to the world that At- 
lanta officials were resdy to pad the 
eity’s payrolis with kinsfolk instead of 
employing competent and efficient men. 
1 say to you that if council goes on 
with the policy of the ‘public be damn- 
ed’ the people will rise up and demand 
a commission form of government. I 
have never been for a commission form 
of government, because I believell it 
was not representative enough, but I 
say here and now that I would rather 
see a commission form of government 
in Atlania than one that is run with- 
out regard to efficiency in public se:iv- 
lee and for kinsfolk rather than the 
public. I have been told this day by 
many of the best people of Atlanta that 
1 was right and the fight will not stop 
until the right has been triumphant. 
The people are not going to stand for 
politicians voting to pad the payrolls 
of the city by giving jobs to kinsmen.” 

Warren Warms lt p. 

Alderman James E. Warren, who is 
an ex-officio member of the park com- 
mission, also made a red-hot speech 
against the employment of kinsfolk by 
public officials. He alluded to those 
who voted against the ordinance in 
council] as “ward politicians,” and said 
that it was just as much graft to give 
a job to a kinsman as to reach down 
and grab a dcllar from the public treas- 
ury. 

fe is known that the mayor was verv 
much displeased over the action of 
council, and from what he says it is 
very probable that the fight to adopt 
his ordinance will be renewed at the 
next meeting of council 

The action of the park board wag to 
retain the resolution prohibiting the 
employment in the park department of 
any person kin to park commissioners. 
The vote was 8 to 4, the four voting to 
repeal the resolution being Messrs 
Cochran, Bond, Hurtel and Harwell, 
who took th®’™position that such a rule 
should be .ft to council, which can 
make a general law covering all de- 
partments

Washington, March 7.—The resigna- 
tion of Richard A. Ballinger, of Seat- 
tle, as secretary of the interior was 
accepted today by President Taft, and 
Walter L. Fisher, of Chicago, was ap- 
pointed as his successor. 

It appears in the correspondence 
between Mr. Ballinger and the presi- 
dent, which was given out in full by 
tne white house, that the secretary's 
resignation has been in the president’s 
hands since January 19 last; that it 
was held in suspense at the urgent re- 
quest of the president, and that the 
latter at last accepted it only at the 
urgent request of Mr. Ballinger. In 
his letter of resignation Mr. Ballinger 
gives the condition of his health as the 
reason for retiring. 

In giving his consent to the secfe- 
tary’s retirement Mr. Taft takes oc- 
casion to declare with marked em- 
phasis his unchanging faith in the in- 
tegrity, the motives and the official 
standards of Mr. Ballinger, and his 
unmeasured indignation at the meth- 
eds of those who assailed him, declar- 
ing that he has been “the subject of 
one of the most unscrupulous con- 
spiracies for the defamation of char- 
acter that history can show.” 

Ballinger Says He's Poor. 

The secretary late today, in a writ- 
ten statement given out at the interior 
department, expressed the intention to 
return forthwith to Beatle, and, aftera 
rest, resume the pract'ce of law. He 
says that his defense bis cost him not 
less than $25,000, and that he ig now 
a poor man. At the same time he de- 
clares it his purpose now “to prose- 
cute the arch-conspirators who have 
been following me with the assassin’s 
knife.” 

Walter Lowie Fisher, Mr. Ballinger’s 
successor, who will assume office as 
secretary of the interior within a few 
days, is a republican, and it was said 
at the white house today that Senator 
Cullom, the senior senator from I)li- 
nois, was consulted in regard to his 
appointment. His appointment gives 
two places in the cabinet to Chicago 
men, Secretary MacVeagh, of the treas- 
ury, being also a resident of that city. 
Mr. Fisher has been notably active in 
the movement for the conservation of 
national resources, and is a vice presi- 
dent of the National Conservation As-

Colonel Clifford L. Ander- 
son, the attorney who drew the will in 
1903, has a copy of the document, 
showing that it was really made; but 
the original papers cannot be found, 
though every nook and cranny of the 
Nelms home has been searched over 
and over again. 

What became of f® nobody knows.

The question is puzzling Mrs. Nelms 
and her attorney, for, unfortunately, 
the copy is legally of no value.

Washington, March 7.—The most ex- 
tensive movement of troops and war 
vessels ever executed in this country 
in time of peace is now under way by 
order of the president as commander 
In chief of the army and navy, the 
objective being the country north of 
the Mexican boundary and the waters 
of the two oceans at either end of It, 

20,000 Soldiers Head for Mexico. 

Twenty thousand  soldiers—more 
than one-fourth of the army of the 
United States—of all arms of the serv- 
ice“ are moving toward the Mexican 
boundary; four armored eruisers com- 
prising the fifth division of the Até- 
lantic fleet, have been ordered from 
northern waters to the naval station at 
Guantanamo, Cuba, ang most of . the 
Pacific fleet is or shortly will be on 
it® way to assemble at San Pedro and 
San Diego, California, and 3,000 
marines are preparing to make the 
Guantanamo station their headquar- 
ters. 

It was officially announced at the 
white house and at the wer and navy 
departments today that the purpose of 
this great mobilization, unprecedented 
save in war time, is the training ef 
officers and men under service condi- 
tions, and practice in co-operation of 
the land and naval! forces. Unesual pains 
were taken by all officially concerned 
in the matter to give this color to the 
sudden activities; but these statements 
were acepted with increasing reserve. 

Thick Atmosphere of Mystery. 

There have been many joint maneu- 
vers during the past few years, but 
they have been planned far in ad- 
vance and carrieq out without a rip- 
ple of excitement, or even of evidence 
of interest. at the white house. To- 
day the executive offices were steeped 
with mystery: the entire morning was 
given over to conferences with offi- 
cers of the war and navy departments. 
This thick atmosphere of mystery, and 
the zealous efforts to minimize the 
importance of the business, lent a cu- 
rious significance to the fact that Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood. chief of staff of 
the army. in an effort to elude inter- 
viewers. slipped out of one of the rear 
windows of the president's office and 
beat a masterly retreat through the 
secluded portions of the white house 
grounds to a rear entrance of the war 
department.

One report which 
today was that the 
heavily interested in 
northern Mexico, had 
British government for 
tection of themselves and other for- 
eign ints in preparation for the 
chaotic conditions which would almost 
certainiy follow any serious loss of 
préstige, to say nothing of the col- 
lapse of the Diaz government. 

Kuropean iInterveution Threatened, 

It was said that the British ambas- 
pador had taken up the question with 
the state department here with the 
Suggestion that unless the United 
Btates took immediate steps to exhibit 
its disposition and ability to protect 
foreign interests in Mexico, the Eu- 
ropean governinents, more particular- 
ly Great Britain and Germany, would 
be compelled to do so. 

Of course no direct confirmation 
of this report was obtainable, but the 
sudden burst of martial activity gave 
it color. 

Henry Lane Wilson, 
ambassador to Mexico, 
United States on leave 
days, and today left for Crawfords- 
ville, Indiana, to visit his mother who 
is ill. Hie has talked more or less 
about general conditions in Mexico, 
but on the subject of most interest at 
this junctur> has been dumb to inter- 
viewers.

Insutrectos Giving Trouble. 

It was admitted at the white house 
this evening that the Mexican insur- 
rectos had been giving considerable 
trouble to the contractors engaged on 
the work of damming the Colorado 
river across the line from the Impe- 
rial valley in California, and that Mex- 
ico was sending by way of the Gulf of 
California a regiment of federal 
troops to guard th® work, which was 
undertaken by the United States to 
prevent floods in the Imperial valley ‘ 
/ ae a 
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and the surrounding country. 
hundred Mexican soldiers, sent through 
Yuma, Ariz., some time ago, for this 
purpose were gobbled up by the in- 
surrectos and never reached their desti- 
nation, 

Great Secrecy Observed. 

No such secrecy ever before Las 
marked the preparations for practice 
maneuvers—quite the contrary; at 
other times the participating officers 
have been only too glad to draw pub- 
lic attention tg and arouse public in- 
terest in the work of the army and 
the navy. Furthermore, it was freely 
stated today that the appropriations 
for army maneuvers for the current 
fiscal year are all but exhausted and 
it is pointed out that in ordinary cir- 
cumstances no such movements as 
those sprung on the army and navy 
during the past forty-eight hours 
would be thought of. Hence, it was 
inevitable that Washington should be 
skeptical toward the explanations 
given officially, and should look to 
conditions in Mexico, Known or sus- 
pected, as explaining more plausibly 
this concentration of any army close 
to the border, with a goodly portion 
of the mavy at hand in either ocean. 

The movement of troops will take an 
entire divison of the United States 
army to Texas and along the Mexican 
border within the short space of five 
days. 

General Carter in Comamnd. 

In command of a force approximat- 
ing 20,000 men, or more than a quar- 
ter of the entire army of the United 
States, will be Major General William 
H. Carter. General] Carter is at pres- 
ent rated as assistant to Major Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood, chief of staff. He 
occupied a similar position as princli- 
pal assistant to Adjutant General Cor- 
bin during the Spanish-American war 
and since that time he has had much 
experience in the field as commander 
of the department of Luzon, in the 
Philippines, and as chief of the de- 
partment of the lakes at Chicago. 

General Carter will leave Washing- 
ton tomorrow night by way of St. 
Louls to open his headquarters at San 
Antonio, Texas. General Carter will 
have a full divisional staff at his head- 
quarters, composed of Colonel Steven 
Mills, chief of staff; Major Henry G. 
Leonard, Fourteenth infantry, general 
staff; Captain Malin Craig, First cav- 
alry, general staff; Lieutenant Colone!? 
Eugene F. Ladd, adjutant general; Ma- 
‘jor George Bell, Jr., inspector general; 
Major Blanton Winship, judge advo- 
cate general; Ldeutenant Colonel Dan- 
iel E. McCarthy, chief quartermaster; 
Major Harry E. Wilkins, chief com- 
missary; Lieutenant Colonel Henry B. 
Birmingham, chief surgeon; Major Paul 
F. Straub, sanitary inspector. 

All the supply bureaus are sending 
along food, quartermasters’ supplies, 
ammunition and medicines, and, in 
fact, everything necessary for the 
maintenance of an army in the field. 

There was no sign of undue excite- 
ment, either in the war or the navy 
department, though the officers were 
executing the biggest military move- 
ment in short time that had been un- 
dertaken since the days of the Span- 
ish-American war. 

Warships For Mexican Waters. 

The navy and marine corps are co- 
‘ operating closely with the army in the 
southward movement of the fighting 
forces of the country. 

The ships of the Pacific fleet are 
being concentrated at San Diego and 
San Pedro, Cal., for the ostensible pur- 
pose, according to official announce- 
ments of ,co-operating with the army 
|} in maneuvers on the southwestern 
coast of the United States. 

The four armored cruisers of the 
fifth division of the Atlantic fleet— 
the Tennesse, Montana, North Carolina 
and Washington—will leave New York 
for southern waters in a few days 
under orders which have been issued 
by the navy department. These ships 
are scheduled to go directly to the 
United States naval station at Guanta- 
namo, Cuba, which is being made the 
base of the naval operations in the 
present plan. 

2,000 Marines te Assembie. 

About 2,000 marines also hawe been 
ordered to assemble at Guantanamo to 
cg-operate with the navy. Of this 
number, 1,400 are being drawn from 
the complements of the marine. bar- 
racks aiong the Atlantic coast and 
the remaining 600 will be taken from 
the battleship fleet and landed at 
| Guantanamo before the fleet leaves 
' Cuban waters, where it has been en- 
gaged for several weeks in tactical ex- 
ercises. 

The 2.000 marines at Guantanamo will 
consist of two regiments under the 
command of Col. lL. W. T. Wealier. 
the senior colonel of the marine corps, 
at present in command of the marine 
barracks at Norfolk, Va.

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AT INTERVENTION 


Say the American Troops 
Won't Cross Border. 


Enrique Creel, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, Says There’s No 
Occasion For Intervention. 
Finance Minister Limantour 
Says Mexico Needs No Aid. 


Mexico City, March 7.—Apparently 
not perturbed by the reports that the 
United States is preparing to invade 
his country with an army of 20,000 
men and setting at rest the rumors 
that he is a man desperately ill, Gen- 
earl Diaz took his customary stroll 
this afternoon throwgh the grounds of 
Chapultepec castle. 

Although aware of the plans for 
mobilization of the American army 
along the international boundary, Mex- 
ico’s president did not permit this news 
to interfere with the ordinary routine 
of his business. He passed the fore- 
noon at the executive offices in that 
place and the program arranged for 
the afternoon was not varied. 

Creel Talks of Situation. 


“The Mexican government has no 


‘reason to doubt the word of the state 
(department at Washington that the

“We do not believe that in the situ- 
ation as it is at present there is any 
occasion for intervention by the Unit- 
ed States or any other power.

| vention. 
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MEAICO DOESN'T NEED AID 

TO PROTECT FOREIGN INTERESTS 

New York, March 7.—Mexico needs no 
aid in keeping peace or protecting for- 
eign interests within her borders, in 
the opinion of Jose Ives Limantour. 
Mexican minister of finance, who apr- 
rived here tonight from Europe, after 
placing more than $50,000,000 of his 
country’s bonds in Paris. As to the 
outcome of the insurgent struggle, he 
added, the federal government was 
sure of ultimate success. 

“The sending of American troops to 
the border has nothing to do with af- 
fairs in oyr country,” said Senor Lim- 
antour. “Of course the presence of a 
large body of soldiers might have a 
g00d moral effect upon the insurgents, 
but the United States troops certainly 
are not going across the border to 
fight.” e 

“It is to laugh,” he replied, “this talk 
of Mexico requiring the aid of a for- 
eign power to protect the rights of 
foreigners. The Mexican government 
doesn’t recognize a state of war; it 
recognizes ly that individuals are 
causing trouble. It will deal with 
these individuals just as the United 
States would deal with persons who 
are disorderly. These individuals must 
lay down their arms and then the gov- 
ernment will deal with them. There 
are certain questions of reform which 
should be studied, which the govern- 
ment is now studying, but these re- 
forms must be accomplished as a mat- 
ter of government policy and not as 
the result of any agreement with the 
insurgents. There can be no agree- 
ment with them.” 

Mexico Has Money. 

Speaking of his mission to France, 
Senor Limantour said that Mexico was 
not in need of money now, because 
success had crowned his mission to 
dispose of an issue of 4 per cent con- 
version bonds, expiring in 1945, and 
taking the place of similar bonds 
bearing 6 per cent interest. The is- 
sue was for $110,000,000, or  there- 
abouts, he said, and he had disposed 
of about half of «his amount. 

Senor Limantour was sure that there 
was no doubt as to the outcome of 
the struggle between the government 
and the insurgents. The insurrection 
would be subdued, he said, but he 
could not place a limit on the time 
necessary to bring this about.

Statement By Ballinger. 


This is the statement which Mr. 
Ballinger issued this afternoon, and he 
refused to add to it: 

“I shall immediately return to my 
home at Seattle, and, after securing 
the necessary rest, will actively take 
up my professional work. 

“The president has so fully express- 
ed his confidence in me in his letter, 
that I have only to add that I go out 
of office feeling that no man could 
have been more loyally supported than 
I have been by the president at all 
times, and he has my lasting affection 
and my support insofar as my feeble 
efforts may be ef value. 

“I give up my post without any re- 
grets, except that of parting with 
most agreeable associations. In fact, 
I am as happy to be free of the bur- 
dens of the office as I was reluctant to 
assume them. 

“The department in all its bureaus 
is in a better state of effective organ- 
ization than ever in its history, in 
which I take pride, and wish to accord 
to the chiefs and other officers a full 
measure of just commendation for 
their energy, loyalty and devotion to 
the public service. Their assistance 
and co-operation has been of great 
gratification to me. 

“The great burden of departmental 
work added to the strain of contend- 
ing against assaults from wicked and 
dishonest men has seriously injured my 
health and the cost of my defense has 
not been less than $25,000—leaving me 
a poor man. 

‘It is my purpose to prosectitte the 
arch-conspirators who have been fol- 
lowing me with the assassin’s knife. 
The country shall know fully the in- 
justice of the attacks upon me.” 

Closes Most Sensational Episode. 

The retirement of Mr. Ballinger and 
the appointment of his successor bring 
to a close the most sensational incl- 
dent thus far of the Taft administra- 
tion; indeed one of the most spectac- 
ular battles in recent political his- 
tory. It began with a difference in 
conception of policy toward the treat- 
ment of public lands, especially the 
forest preserves between Mr. Ballinger 
and Gifford Pinchot, then chief for- 
ester of the United States, whose bu- 
reau wes a part of the department of 
agriculture. Mr. WPinchot’s view of 
these matters had been more in ac- 
cord with those of Mr. Ballinger’s 
predecessor, James R. Garfield. 

The open warfare broke out when 
charges relating to Mr. Ballinger's ad- 
ministration of the public lands, espe- 
cially in Alaska, and more particular- 
ly to tha treatment of the general 
land office, of the so-called “Cunning- 
ham claims’ to coal lands in Alaska, 
were filed with the president by L. R. 
Giavis, then field agent of the land 
office. As a result of these charges, 
Glavis wa ssdimigSed for insubordina- 
tion by ord3r of the president. Subse- 
quently Chief Forrester Pinchot ad- 
dressed a letter to Senator Dolliver in 
which he espoused the cause in which 
Glavis had falien, and he, too, was dis- 
missed by the secretary of agriculture 
likewise, under orders from the presi- 
dent. 

Ballinger Probed by Congress. 

From that time on the battle raged 
with increasing heat, and finally cul- 
minated in a congressional investiga- 
tion. Not since the famous Schley- 
Sampson controversy and court of in- 
quiry after the Spanish war has offi- 
cial Washington been so torn into 
factions as during the hearings in this 
matter which was universally spoken 
of as “the Ballinger-Pinchot contro- 
versy.” 

Even the committee itself could not 
get together on the subject of its re- 
port. The democratic minority on the 
committee “stole a march” on the re- 
publicans, and at Minneapolis met as 
a quorum of the committee and adopt- 
ed a report finding Secretary Ballin- 
ger guilty of the charges against him 
and demanding his removal from of- 
fice. Representative Madison, of Kan- 
sas, an insurgent republican, also is- 
sued a report hostile YO the secre- 
tary. 

Later the republican majority met 
at Chicago and adopted a report, which 
was signed by all the republicans ex- 
cept Mr. Madison, which sweepingly 
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fellow citizens would see that the im- 
pressions of you as a man and as the 
administrator of a high public office 
were false, and were the result of a 
malicious and unprincipled plan for 
the press to misrepresent you and 
your actions, and to torture every cir- 
cumstance, however free from detri- 
mental significance, into proof of cor- 
rupt motive. 

“With the hypocritical pretense that 
they did not accuse you of corruption 
in order to avoid the necessity that 
even the worst criminal ig entitled to, 
to wit: that of a definitely formulated 
charge of some misconduct, they 
showered you with suspicion, and by 
the most pettifogging methods, ex- 
ploited to the public matters which 
had no relevancy to an issue of either 
corruption or efficiency in office, but 
which, Pe before an -hysterical 
body of headline readers, served to 
‘blacken your character and obscure 
the proper issue ef your honesty and 
effectiveness as a public servant. 


Result a Cruel Tragedy. 


“The result has been a cruel trag- 
edy. You and yours have lost health 
and have been burdened financially. 
The conspirators who have not hesitat- 
ed in their pursuit of you to resort 
to the meanest methods, including the 
corruption of.your most confidential 
assistant, plume themselves like the 
Pharisees of old, as the only pure 
members of society actuated by the 
spirit of self-sacrifice for their fel- 
lowmen. 

“Every fiber of my nature rebels 
against such hypocrisy and nerves me 
to fight such a combination and such 
methods to the bitter end, lost success 
in this instance may form a demoraliz- 
ing precedent. 

‘But, personal consideration for you 
and yours makes me feel that I have 
no right to ask you for further sacri- 
cfle. Of course, it has been made évi- 
dent that I was, and am, the ultimate 
object of the attack; and to insist 
against your will, on your remaining 
in office with the prospect of further 
efforts against you is selfishly to im- 
pose on you more of a burden than I 
ought to impose. 

“As I say farewell to you, let me 
renew my expressions of affection and 
sincerest respect for you and of my 
profound gratitude for your hard work, 
your unvarying loyalty, and your ef- 
fective public service. I hope and 
pray that success may attend you in 
your profession and that real happi- 
ness will come to you and yours when 
you return to that community where 
you live and whose members know 
your worth as a man and a citizen, and 
who will receive you again with open 
arms.

He is vice president of the 
National Conservation Association, of 
which Mr. Pinchot ts president. Mr. 
Fisher will be 49 years old next July. 
He was born at Wheeling, W. Va., and 
received his education at the Marietta, 
Ohio, ecollewe and the Hanover, Ind., 
college. He has been in law practice 


Tat Chicago twenty-three years. 


Mr. Fisher has been identified with 
the so-called reform wing of the re- 
publican party. He was instrumental 


in the formation of the Municipal Vot- 
ers’ League of Chicago, which is gen- 
erally credited with much of the prog- 
ress made in the last fifteen years in 
the purification of local politics. 

His greatest fame comes from his 
work in reorganizing the street rail- 
way system in the city out of the 
chaos in which the late Charles TL 
Yerkes left it.

RESIGNATION OF BALLINGER 
New York, March 7.—..naen Gifford 
Pinchot, former chief forester of the 
United States, whose charges agains’ 
the Ballinger administraiton led to nis 
deposition, was seen here tonight, 
there was no mistaking the satisfac- 
tion with which he regarded the news 
of Secretary Ballinger'’s resrgnation. 
“Ballinger’s resignation was inevita- 
bie,” he said, “and wti!l ve receive: 
with general satisfaction. It is a wel- 
come concession to the growing deter- 
mination of the country to be repre- 
sented by public servants in whose 
hands the public interests are safe. 
“The appointment of Walter Fisher 
is admirable. In his new post as sec- 
retary of the interior he shall, I fel! 
sure, continue the conservation of our 
natural resources as closely as we 
have done in the past. His entrance 
into the government service wil] un- 
questionably meet with strong public 
approval.” 
The former chief forester 
to sail tomorrow for a tour of 
iterranean countries.

“Training for City Evangelization,” 
Tuesday morning, captured the con- 
ference on evangelism at Wesley Me- 
morial church. Miss Howe!l has made 
a study of city evangelization in many 
cities of America and Europe. 

The rapid growth of the city, lack of 
federation between the denominations, 
the transient character of the people, 
separation between the classes, lan- 
guage difficulty and sins peculiar to 
the city were the problems dealt with. 
She showed that there was a practical 
separatior of the city churches from 
the wawge-earners, only 3 per cent of 
this class being in our churches. 

Dr. W. F. McMurry gave a vivid ac- 
count of his rastorate at Centenary 
church, in St. Louis. The general 
proposition expounded was, God comes 
to churches and individuals over a 
prepared way. 

Bishop Hoss’ Bible lecture was on 
“The Great Harvest and the Cali for 
More Laborers.” Of the _ 1,600,000,000 
people in the world, he said, 800,000,000 
are heathen; 11,000,000 are Jews; 
110,000,000 Mohammedans; 2'6,000,000 
Roman Catholics, and 170,000,000 
Greek Catholics. A vast number in 
the Protestant churches, he added, are 
unsaved. 

Evolution Condemned. 

Bishop John C. Kilgo, preaching at 

the evening session of the Conference 
on Evangelism at Wesley Memorial 
church last night, condemned the 
theory of evolution as a belief that 
dwarfs the moral sensibilities. 
s “I have been told,” said the bishop, 
“that we are but creatures in the 
midst of a vast* movement of develop- 
ment which we canno’* influence by our 
prayers or actions, and that sin is but 
the remains of an animality reaching 
over from the past into the present. 
But I tell you that such a doctrine is 
rank fatalism, and is absolutely 
dwarfing to the moral sensibilities. 

“Sin ts a rebellion against God, a 
deliberate conflict between man and 
the Almighty. You may  pooh-pooh 
as you like the story of Adam’s fall, 
but that was the first sin. It began 
by thinking that God did not mean 
what He said. The man who rips a 
revolver from his belt and slays a 
fellowman cannot go before the court 
and plead environment.

March 21 Is Granted by 
Commissioner on Request of 
Government — Defendant's 
Lawyers Fight Postponement. 


Benjamin D. Greene and John F. 
Gaynor, the United States prisoners 
held at the federal prison for the em- 
bezzlement of over $1,000,000 from the 
federal government in connection with 
the work done on the Savannah har- 
bor, appeared before Commissioner 
Walter R. Colquitt yesterday morning 
for the purpose of taking the pauper’s 
oath in order to escape the payment 
of a fine of $585,000 each, their sen- 
tences of four years for the crime hav- 
ing been served. 

The hearing was postponed until! 
March 21, on motion of the govern- 
mént’s attorneys, who asked that they 
be given sufficient time in which to 
produce evidence to show that the 
prisoners should not be allowed te 
take the poor debtor's oath, as they 
had hundreds of thousands of dollars 


ers are remanded to the federal prison. 
Case Will Be Long One. 

The effort to postpone the hearing 
was vigorously fought by the counser 
for the defendants, and the argument 
was replete with some very interesting 
and sensational statements. 

Judging from a statement made by 
One of the attorneys for the defendants, 
the Greene and Gaynor cases will con- 
sume many months, if not some years. 

Two very disappointed men were 
Greene and Gaynor when Commissioner 
Colquitt postponed the hearing for two 
weeks. When they left the federay 
prison they felt so sure that they would 
be allowed to take the pauper’s oath 
and at last secure their liberty, that 
they packed up all their belongings 
in the grips which they carried with 
them to the custom house, in which 
the commissioner's office is locatea. 

Greene looked to be in the best of 
health, but Gaynor showed the affects 
of his recent attack of lecemotor 
ataxia. :

Greene was represented by Attorneys 
Thomas B. Felder and Dan Rountree, 
and Gaynor by Attorney Alexander A. 

The govern- 
ment was represented by Colonel Car- 
ter Tate, district attorney of north 
Georgia, and Attorney Alexander Aker- 
man, assistant district attorney for 
south Georgia. 

Asked for Continuance. 

Colonel Tate made the motion for 
@ continuance until March 21, and in 
doing so stated that he had received | 
a letter from the attorney general of 
the United States in which the govern- 
ment asked for reasonable time in 
which to produce evidence to show 
that the prisoners had hundreds of 
thousands of dollars secreted away, 
and ought, therefore, not be allowed 
to take the poor debtor’s oath, as pre- 
scribed in section 1042. 

Colonel Rountree, in reply to Colonel 
Tate, said that section 1042 was manda- 
tory and the prisoners had a right to 
take the poor debtor’s oath at once. 

Mr. Lawrence said that the govern- 
ment had had ample notice. 

Mr. Akerman said that District At- 
torney Erwin had been assigned by the 
government to another matter and 
could not possibly be present. He said 
Mr. Erwin had conducted the cases 
against Greene and Gaynor, and it 
would be difficult for the government 
to proceed without his presence. 

Colonel Felder said that the counsel 
for the government was trying to 
make it appear that there was some 
great case pending. 

“There is no great case before this 
court,” he said, “but merely an appli- 
cation under a statutory right to be 
discharged from imprisonment.

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STOCK MARKET FIRM 
UNTIL THE LAST HOUR 


Then Prices Receded and the 
Trading Was Very Dull. 
Bonds Firm. 


New York, March 7.—An upward 
movement early in the day, which in- 
creased prices of some securities as 
much as a point, was the only change 
of consequence on the stock exchange 
today. The market was firm up to 
the last hour, when prices receded 
somewhat, but trading was unusually 
dull. 

Gould issues were strong, especially 
Missouri Pacific and Wabash pre- 
ferred, and buying of these stocks wag 
regarded as a forerunner to develop- 
ment at the annual meeting of Mis- 
sour! Pacific next week, when new 
interests will assume control. Norfoik 
and Western advanced on a revival of 
the report that the Pennsylvania is to 
guarantee an increased dividend rate. 
but the report was received with 
reservations in well-informed quarters. 
The Pennsylvania holdings of Norfolk 
and Western stocks were increased 
largely last year, its purchases of 
$8,860,000 of the common stock raising 
its share to more than 20 per cent of 
the entire issue. 

New York Central officials refused 
to affirm or deny that action on the 
dividend will be taken at tomorrow's 
meeting of directors. 

American Woolen sold at a substan- 
tial advance in the forepart of the 
session, in spite of the showing made 
in the annual report presented today 
which recorded a decrease of $1,800 - 
000 in net profits. 

The action of officials of the eastern 
trunk lines, in deciding to cancel 
their increased freight tariffs, was 
accepted as favorable development in 
that it apparently brings to an end the 
long periods of uncertainty which fol- 
lowed the movement for higher freight 
rates. To what extent the policy of 
retrenchment will be carried out is 
still a matter of conjecture. 

The course of the copper market in 
February lends little encouragement 
to the hores of a favorable monthly 
report by the copper producers.

Mrs. ©. H. Huston, Norcross, Ga.—l 
am somewhat of a chicken crank, but 
I am a White Leghorn crank. Away 
with your 6ld red chickens! I was sor- 
ry to hear that Uncle Joe had turned 
Red, too, for he was the cause of me 
selling all of my mongrels and buying 
some thoroughbreds; he praised the 
'Leghorn so highly, I just wanted some, 
‘so I bought two settings of eggs from 
J. M. Bennett, gave $1.60 for 34 eggs, 
and raised 12 hens and 16 roosters. 
They were hatched off in June; they 
never laid any till in January, and 
one of them died and one got hurt; so 
I have only 10, and these 10 hens have 
laid 40 dozen eggs since they com- 
menced to lay; that is more eggs than 
I got in 12 months from my mongrels. 
Praise your Red beauties as much as 
you please, but there is nothing more 
beautiful to me than a yard full of 
White Leghorn chickens. Now, Uncle 
Joe, won't you have to say that the 
White Leghorn outlooks those old big, 
awkward, gawky Reds? Now, one 
question, Uncle Joe, and 1 “skiddo,”’ 
before the Reds give me a flogging: I 
want some chickens that will set; I 
just want some hens; I don’t aim to have 
any male bird but the Leghorn. Now, 
what kind would you advise me to get? 
Now, understand, 1 don’t want them to 
set and do nothing more—I want the 
kind that will lay some, too. I want 
a good kind of chicken. Awaiting your 
advice, | bid you all goodby. 

Answer—No, I have not gone back 
on the Leghorns; only added the Reds 
to see how they performed, and Keep 
in line with strongest class in our as- 
sociation. Just between you and I, 
though I wouldn't have you mention it, 
they are a fine laying chicken. 

Since you are looking for some breed 
of chicken that will lay well and incu- 
bate, why not try some of these self- 
same Reds? Or, if that is objection- 
able, then try the White or Silver 
W yandottes, or the Barred Rocks make 
a good motherly chicken. Now, don't 
tell those Red folky what I told you, 
or they will show a disposition to 
tease me, and | can’t stand teasing.

Mrs. E. A. Dowdle, R. No. 3, Colum- 
bus, Miss.—I knock away, all by myself, 
in and around my flock, which is a 
mixture, but mostiv Barred Rocks, 
and Il am s0 partial to them that I 
have purchased a_ setting of thor- 
oughbred eggs, and with what anx- 
lousness I attend and care for the 
eggs before they are hatched, will 
suffice one to know |! am growing 
cranky, and will be a thoroughbred 
crank if I have the hopde-for luck. 
But I am somewhat uneasy already, 
as my pure eggs will hatch the last of 
April, and I don't have real good luck 
with late chickens. I1 will tell you all 
what an experience I have had this 
spring with lice on my little chicks, 
heads and necks. Now, Uncle Joe, I 
will ask this question first, as I am 
telling you of my experience. My lit- 
tle chicks have a large dark louse of 
a looking insect on cheir heads and 
in clusters on each side of their necks 
and under their throats. Some say 
it is the chicken flea. Will you tell 
me which it is? And, second, please 
give me a remedy for exterminating 
them without injuring my chickens iI 
have killed quite a number, I think, 
from greasing their heads and necks. 
I first greased with a small portion 
of insect powder mixed in warm lard. 
And it killed them so, I then resorted 
to pure salty meat grease, and I did 
not lose so many, but enough to not 
want to try that remedy again if I can 
get another to work. I sure work 
against insects, but they will come, I 
change my nests, while aitting, once 
a week, and burn old nests, and sweep 
out nest boxes and then dust well with 
insect powder and make a new nest 
and dredge my old hen well with 
powder once a week. I don’t see any 
of those large lice on my hens—only 
on young chickens. I[ have greased 
every chick I have and, cranks, it was 
a job. I don't want it often alone, 
for I have 150 young ones. But I 
find a real young chick can’t stand 
grease at all, so I wait till mine are a 
week or two old, and then they look 
droopy after belng greased. Third, 
I wish you to tell me if my young 
chicks have roup or gape now. I am 
losing a few since I greased them, 
with a constant smacking of the 
mouth, and once in a while they raise 
their heads like when drinking water, 
and open the mouth a little then. And 
they are sleepy, and I have one that 
has lost all control of its eyelids; can't 
open them, and when I open them they 
will go right back when I let loose. I

important question that 
arises with the beginner in the poul- 
try business is, what breed shall I se- 
lect? While this question is asked 
hundreds of times daily, it is answer- 
ed equally as often, but instead of as- 
®isting the beginner to select the best 
breed, it invariably gets him en- 
tangled to such an extent that he can- 
not make up his mind definitely and 
very often he becomes dissatisfied 
after getting a good start. 

The selection of a breed depends 
largely on the object to be attained, 
whether it be poultry for pleasure or 
rofit. In the first class are included 
men who have other ocupations or 
presemerons and keep a few well bred 

ens for the recreation tn attending 
them and having some strictly fres! 
eges for the table an@q occasionally to 
show a fine apecimen, while the latter 
class includes farmers and their good 
wives who raise pretty rargely for 
the money there is to be made out of 
it. And as the farmers and thei® | 
wives supply at least two-thirds of | 
all the eggs and fowls that are con- 
gsimed, I shall devote this article to 
them. 

The great majority of those 
wart to produce both eggs and meat 
for market will want a fowl of the 

val, or “all-purpose class,” One giv- 
ng a fair number of eggs and sup- 
Diying when killed and dressed or un- 
dressed a large meaty carcass. This 
can be found in the American breeds 
of poultry, White, Buff, Columbian and 
Barred Piymeouth Rocks, White, Sil- 
ver, rolden, Black and Partridge 
W yandottes, Mottled Javas, Rhode 
Isiand Reds ang one or two other 
breeds not so well known here in 
Dixie, But to meet the: requirement 
of the American market the breed hav- 
ing yellow legs and skin must be ge- 
lected; for leaving altogether out of 
consideration the question as to 
whether the quality of meat is or is 
not as good in a vellow-skinned fowl 
as in a white-skinned one, the fact ‘s 
that the people of this country, witn 
very little exception, prefer yellow- 
akinned poultry, and if you want to 
command the best price for your 
fowls and build up a trade you must 
consider what the buyers want. 
For egg production the Minorcas and 
Leghorns of the Mediterranean class, 
which includes besides the Leghorns 
and Minorcas, Spanish, Andalusions and 
Anconas, are best. These all lay white- 
shelled, good-sized eggs: The; Minor- 
cas especially, and are good all-year- 
round layers; the Leghorns, especially 
the Whites, and Minorcas are the breeds 
most extensively used on exclusive egg 
farms. None of the Mediterranean 
class make poultry of the kind and 
quality palled for by our markets ex- 
cept that the Leghorns make good 
broilers, but are poor as roasters. 
While the Asiatic breed, which is 
composed of all the larger breeds hav- 
ing feathered legs and includes Brah- 
mas (light and dark) Cochins, buff, 
partridge, white and black, Langshan 
black and white, are good layers an 
quick growers, yet they do not seem to 
do so well in very warm climates, and 
have not received the same attention 
that some of the other breeds have. 
Any of the Asiatic breeds make fine 
capons, and when this branch of poul- 
try culture becomes more thoroughly 
understood in the south, this class will 
become more popular, and will be given 
the little extra care needed in the way 
of shade and water for their health 
nd comfort during the warm days of 
ummer.

! . Little chicks have head lice on 
them shortly after being hatched be- 
cause the hen that incubated the eggs 
had them on her and they lieft the 
tough meat for the tender. They are 
what is known as the gray louse. It's 
an impossibility to keep them all off a 
hen, but you can keep them under con- 
trol. Winter is the time to commence 
it Frequent. dusting with any insect 
powder will exterminate them, but 
don’t use it on chicks. Grease in mod- 
eration never injured a two-day old 
chick;~-pure vaseline is better than 
salty grease or lard. A drop is suffi- 
cient for one chick, to put on head, 
under throat and wings, but this must 
be done once a week at least. Never 
put insect powder on a chick under 
four weeks old. It's poor practice to 
have a hen setting on eggs in a regular 
hen-house. They are bound to get 
mites and lice on them no matter how 
careful one is. Have a regular setting 
house, and carry your brood hens and 
eggs to this house, then you will have 
her under control. If you wait until 
a chick is a week or ten days old be- 
fore greasing it you might as well not 
commence, for if the pests are numer- 
ous they will have sapped most of 
the vitality from the chick. It should 
be done as soon as taken from the nest,
